EDITORIAL COMMENT 


A MINER FOR GOVERNOR 


ILf UCH stress is being- laid b\ the Republican 
*• * press on the claim that as mining is just 
now the paramount industry of the State we 
should elect a practical miner to the Governor- 
ship. 
Of course this argument is used in the 


interest of Mr Mitchell, the Republican candidate 
What other capabilities Mr. Mitchell possesses 
that \\ould single him out as eminent!} fitted to 
become the Chief Executive of this great State 
we arc waiting to learn. Nobody seems to know 
very much about him except that he has been a 
mine ''boss" and has never 
had 
3113 
serious 


trouble with the men under his charge. That he 
has ever been an empoher on his own account 
does not appear. There is no record so far as 
w c have been ?ble to learn that he has ever in- 
vested a dollar in mining in Nevada outside of 
transactions on the stock board. It is true that 
he is said to be associated with numerous other 
gentlemen in the exploitation of southern Ne- 
vada proper ties, but more as a promoter than as 
an investor—in other words, he is interested in 
a number of schemes where outside money makes 
the game. 


Now, there may or may not be anything dis- 


creditable in this speculative calling—it all de- 
pends upon the manner in which the business is 
conducted, and in all fairness \\e \\ il! say that 
we know of nothing to the discredit 
of 
Mr. 


Mitchell in his mine promotions. But it does not 


follow that a successful mine operator or mine 
"boss" will necessarily make an, ideal Governor. 


At the present stage of the development of 


Nevada we need a man who is experienced in all 
lines of business and such a man we have already 
in Governor Sparks, whose wide experience in 
the handling of an extensive and varied private 
business peculiarly fits him * to 
represent all 


classes. Nor can Mr. Mitchell claim a monopol) 
over our versatile Chief Executive in the mining 
industry. Governor Sparks' investments in min- 
ing are probably as great as any private individ- 
ual within our borders. That he has not been as 
successful as some others, that his experience 
was dearly bought, cannot be used as an argu- 
ment as opposed to the fact that whatever losses 
he has met with arc private losses and hence he 
cannot be accused of speculating on other peo- 
ple's money. 


But aside from mining, Governor Sparks' 


long residence in the State, his intimate know- 
ledge of the needs of every section of it, his wide 
acquaintance with men and conditions, which 
knowledge has been amplified and broadened by 
four years in the Executive Chair, makes it dan- 
gerous to experiment with an untried and com- 
parative stranget at this time. We do not be- 
lieve that the people of'the State of Nevada de- 
sire a change, and especiall) one that involves the 
substitution of an untried stranger for an old, 
experienced and trusted resident of the State.

He has been fieely criticised, even by friends, 
for taking part in the Illinois fight. To this ciit- 
icism he has replied that he was not fighting 
against Roger Sullivan personally, nor for Illi- 
nois friends personally, but for an active principle 
\ncl let it be set down here in prophecy that, re- 
gardless of the stir created by the Roger Sullivan 
incident, Mr. Bryan is more than likely to do the 
same sort of thing somewhere else. 
Let the 


principle present itself in a State where a Bryan 
endorsement is involved, and he will take exact- 
ly the position he has taken in Illinois.

To a Democrat it is somewhat amusjng to note 
the attempts of the Republican press to explain 
how it is that what has been denounced as xlic- 
tatorship in the case of Bnan becomes tranmut- 
cd into purification of the ballot when President 
Roosevelt is involved.
